Dickens ‘visited the United States. 
This was in 1842, and in 1844 he pub- 
lished “American Notes,” in which 
were contained portions of what was 
afterward developed into “Martin 
Chuzziewit.” journey ‘from 
New York to St. Louis throws_some 


the conditions of society in what was 
then the western frontier of the United 
States. 

When Dickens visited the country 
St. Louls was the principal city in the 
Valley of the Mississippi, and, indeed, 
it might be said to have been the prin- 
cipal one in the United States, with 
the exception of a few seaports on the 
Atlantic Coast. 

Dickens's St. Louls was a mere trad- 
ing post. The business interests of 
the settlement and the condition of 
society were somewhat analogous to 
those of Cheyenne or Julesberg some 
twenty years later, when the Union 
Pacific Railroad was being pushed 


There was scarcely a trading ; post 


{in 1842 between St. Louis and St. Paul. 
There was no settlement of any im- 


portance south of St. Louis until New 
‘Orleans was reached. West of the 
Mississippi River, the whole continent 
Was practically a wilderness, littie 
known and less thought of. The larger 
portions of it on maps of the United 
States long ulterior to this date were 
marked as “The Great American

Of Minneapolis, Dickens never 
heard. Only a few miles above St. 
Paul on the river, it outclasses its 
rival in wealth, industries and popu- 
lation. Between these twin cities and 
St. Louis the river is dotted every mile 
with towns and villages, some of 
them cities of great importance. Be- 
low St. Louls a similar development 
has taken place, with Memphis and 
other great cities lining the river ail 
the way down to New Orleans, which,

Dickens's journey was made in stage 
coaches, slow of movement and dan- 
gerous to patronize.

A day or two ago the 
President could very truly say, in his 
speech at Cairo, that here is the heart 
of the United States. The country 
which stretches west of St. Louis, St. 
Paul and New Orleans is better known 
today than the State of New York as 
a whole was in 1342. There is more 
population west of the river in Roose- 
velt’s day than there was in the whoie 
country in Dickens’s day. To com- 


pare the wealth of the two periods is | 


beyond the power of human imagina- 
tion. The distance is too great to 
span by the human mind. By the cen- 
sus of 1840 the population of the United 
States barely exceeded 17,000,000. Com- 
pared with Dickens's United States, 
what a leap to Roosevelt's, with its 
90,000,000 souls.

Hilliard Stricklin, an enterpris- 
ing colored business man, has 
again launched his plan for the 
building ‘of a home aged col- 
ored people and colored orphans. 

A few years ago Stricklin built 
such a home on Pico Heights, in 
a neighborhood where no colored 
people were living, but having 
done so thoughtlessly, he assert- 
ed, he quickly deferred to public 
opinion and sold the house to 
white people to be used as a pri- 


vate hotel. It was thought by 
some that the house had 
been with a dishonest mo- 


tive on the part of Stricklin, in 
order that he might sell it at a 
greatly inflated price, but he de- 
clares he lost money on it. May- 
or Harper said that he had care- 
fully investigated, and that in 
selling the place for $15,000 
Stricklin didn’t more than come 
out even. The Mayor is so thor- 
oughly convinced that the project 
is worthy that he subscribed $500 
toward it and has permitted his 
name to be used as a member of| 
the advisory board. | 

The new home will be built 


at the corner of Alamo street and 
Santa Fe avenue, where Mr. 
Stricklin owns an entire city 
block, and where there is no ob- 
jection to its location. The home

ANOTHER FIELD? 
 §TRIKE NEAR OCEAN. 

A quiet little experimenta! well! drill- 
ing in the Santa Monica Mountains, 
ten miles northwest of Santa Monica, 
js reported coming suddenly’ into oil 
at a depth of 410 feet yesterday, and 
to have added one more field to the 
list of producing fields of Southern 
Califernia, having beaten the WiiI- 


mington field, now being developed, as 
‘far as the actual production goes. 
The well is the property of the Santa 
Monica Ol], Gas and Mining Company, 
and the Los Angeles office has few 
facts concerning the gravity of the 
oll or the amount which the well will 
produce. The drilling superintendent 
on the ground sent the news of strik- 
ing oll by a chance traveler, and shut 
down the weil to await further in- 
structions. The well is on the “ocean” 
end of the Newhall formation, in the 
same manner as the Wilmington field 
is on the “ocean” end of the Fuller- 
ton field. 
It is said that the oil strata upon 
which the Newhall field is situated 
can be traced across hill and valley 
to the spot where it disappears in the 
ocean. Construction on the Malibu 
railroad has revealed strong traces of 
oli when crossing the end of the strata, 
and wharf bullding has shown oil 
seepage as far as a half-mile out into 
}the ocean, shore the seep- 
els ¥ evident. 
tion of the Newhall field and the new 
field in the Santa Monica Mountains 
gay the formation of the latter cor- 
responds exactly with that of the 
former, showing traces of volcanic ac- 
tion and a uniform strong gas pres- 
sure.

Decorating the Robing Room of the 
United States Supreme 
Court.

BOB OF THE FOOTHILLS. 

Perched on a little three by six shelf 
away in the farthest corner of his 
cage, a striped California bob cat looks 
Gisdainfully down on the white-faced 
animais that wander ail along 
This ise the bob 
cat of the foothills. Its nightly con- 
certs have won for this cat the sobri- 
quet Caruso. He refused to be civilized 
and today will cough and snarl at 
the visitors who linger before his cage 
just as he did in the first month of his 
captivity. 

In Griffith Park there are a number 


of | of Caruso’s fellows roaming wild. He 


is interesting to visitors by reason of 
his very evident disdain. 

Half a dozen red and gray foxes are 
caged together in quarters that guar- 
antee at least that their period of tcr- 
ture shall be of short duration. The 
most interesting of these are the Sv'ift 
and New Mexico desert fox. Neither 
of these delicate specimens thrive well 
in the Eastlake fox dens. The New 
Mexico desert fox looks like an under- 
study of the @wift, the fox of the 
northern plains. The desert fox is 
smatlier than his northern cousin, but 
has larger ears and appears to be an 
apt pupil.

After his death the city 
played the part of an Irish saint, and 
there are no snakes in Eastlake.

But 
Park Superintendent Morley says some 
of the finest specimens have died since 
Gerson became head keeper. 

A conversation with these two men

For all practical purposes in the life of an individual 
or nation we must have justice. Let us have love, char- 
ity, good-will, but none of these can come to birth un- 
less born of Justice. Hence, justice first, intelligent, 
scrutiny of means and fair consideration of worthy ends. 
Wise, wide,’ open-eyed discernment of actual conditions 
social and economic; a just regard of the rights and 
needs of individuais and of peoples, a prudent and well- 
considered improvement of habitations and places both 
for the benefit of citizens and for profit of the country. 
Moreover, the adoption of remedies that will strengthen 
the weaknesses of individuals and steady the infirm 
structure of the State, by the enactment of sound laws 
that will meet the requirements of a country whose 
standard is: “Equal justice to all according to their 
due and partiality toward none.” 

Such a standard, one that must thrill the soul of ev- 
ery patriotic American citizen whatever his political

The reproach so often leveled against British agricul- 


turists that they are slow and unprogressive can never 
be raised again after a demonstration of motor harvest- 
ing given at Kirton (Lincs.) yesterday, when loaves 
were handed round baked from corn that had been 
standing in the fields four hours before. 

The demonstration, which was given on the farm of 
Mesers. Dennis Brothers—one of the largest in the king- 
dom—showed that in up-to-date farm work England is 
well ahead of most countries. Several remarkable feats 
were accomplished. 

An acre of standing corn was marked out in the fields, 


cut, bound, threshed, and ground by motor implements. 


An acre of ground was also plowed, drilled, harrowed, 
and sown with a new crop within seven and one-half 
hours. This constitutes a world’s record.

Lived Among Brahmins. 
SELF-SACRIFICING LIFE OF A WomMm- 
AN Now IN Los ANGELES.

UNDREDS of filthy lank human beings in the inte- 
rior of India remember a thin woman with a white 
Caucasian face who once nursed them when ill. 
Some scores of bejeweled very wise men in Indian cities 
remember how the same pale western face relentlessly 
. quizzed then. A certain ship’s crew may recollect bear- 
ing home to America the same woman, sick past ques- 
tionings and being nursed herself. That was years ago, 
and the nurse and questioner has since settled in Los

DRAINING A FAMOUS LAKE. 

The draining of Sowley Pond, the famous lake on Lord 
Montagu of Beaulieu’s Hampshire estate, was begun yes- 
terday. The pond is to be emptied and stocked with 
different varieties of trout. | 1 

Believed to have been made 600 years ago by Cister- 
cian monks, the pond, which is 130 acres in extent, may, 
if tradition be true, hold some valuable antiquities, in- 
cluding a golden image of the Virgin said to have been 
cast into the pond in a time of trouble. 

Yesterday, Lord Montagu of Beaulieu worked hard 
with a band of active anglers, wading up to his hips in 
water and mud, and handling hundreds of fish. 

The water from the lake is being drained into the 
Solent, and netting is going on as the water is lowered. 
The very first haul of the net brought to land thousands 
of fine fish—jack, tench, perch, and bream, the last 
named in hundreds, running up to three pounds and four 
pounds in weight. The fish were carefully handled, and 
the bream will be especially valuable for stocking the 
south country streams, where bream are scarce. 

The netting and disposal of the fish will continue all 
this week. When it is completed, the pike and other 


coarse fish will be destroyed by the use of chemicals. 


When the winter rains and floods have refilled the lake. 
it will be restocked with Loch Leven, rainbow, and 
brown trout. It is confidently expected that Sowley 


Pond will become a famous trout water.—[London Mail

THADDEUS STEVENS IN THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES.

HEN Thaddeus Stevens entered the 
House of Representatives in the winter 
he was nearly 68 years of age. Had he

Sunhill Fields, near London. 

It often seems to me that if ghosts do walk, those two 
must have particularly congenial times sitting on some 
mossy old footstone, and talking about the two new 
countries which they created for the rest of the world. 

Most of us have castles in Spain more or less elaborate 
in construction, but it is seldom that we succeed in put- 
ting underneath these structures such foundations as 
will make them habitable after our day. 

Daniel Defoe and John Bunyan, dear romancers that 


they were, have done more, for the Pilgrim and his 


youth by the political and religious excitements of the 
day, and both’ succeeded in getting themselves thrown 
into prison. Each might readily have escaped .confine- 
ment had he been willing to abate a little of his inde- 
pendence of soul, but not one whit would either give in. 


A prison does not seem the most congenial place for 
literary pursuits, but it proved so in their case.

RAILWAYS BUILT FOR WAR. | 

There is something very sinister in the news, tele- 
graphed from India the other day, that the Russians 
have at length completed the great steel and concrete 
bridge across the Oxus at Karki, on which they have 
been busy ever since the autumn of 1905. 

For this bridge is the last and principal link in the 
new strategical railway, which is being built between 
the great city of Samarkand, in Russian Turkestan, and - 
the little ‘village of Bosaga, on the Afghan frontier, 
and as soon as the rails are laid, which will be in a few 
months, the Czar will be able, should he so wish, to eas- 
ily mass a million of men upon the borders of this de- 
batable territory. | 

Nor fis this all. Another of these strategic railways 
has also been recently completed from the Caspian to 
Penjdeh, by way of Merv. This means that Herat, the 
traditional “Key of India,” is now within easy striking 
distance of St. Petersburg. | 

Silently have these great trunk lines been constructed, 
and secretly. They have never been opened for traffic, 
except locally on certain sections, else would it be pos- 
sible to book from Charing Cross to Penjdeh, and to 
| travel thither in the course of a few days. 

They are, in fact, railways built for war, and for war 
only. The sterile regions through which they run can, 
for the most part, never support any permanent popula- 
tion, and they lead nowhere—at present. They stop 
short on the frontier of Afghanistan, amid a jumble of 
mountains and morasses and uninhabited salt deserts.

BETTER HAVE A Few Goop KINDs 
THAN MANY INFERIOR ONES.

GREAT many rose fanciers try growing too long

Climatic Differences. | 


Many persons who have never lived in a mountain- 
ous country, and who are not well versed in the physic- 
al geography of the Pacific Coast, are at a loss to ac- 
count for the peculiar effects of climate upon plant and 
animal life in Southern California. A greater difference 
may often be found in the distance of a few miles, and 
at the same elevation, than can be found in large areas 
in comparative level countries. Considering this fact, 
not to be wondered at that many make a mistake

‘the best flowers—quite the contrary—though to this, 
like all other rules, there are exceptions. Too many 
rose growers plant bushes in the lawn where the rose 
has to endure what the lawn and net roses need. Roses 
should always be planted where they may be cultivated 
as any commercial field crop—you are after roses, not 
bushes, for lawn decoration. Roses to bloom well in 
winter should be rested in summer. Like a machine, 
they need an annual rest, overhauling and cleaning. 
After the rest they should be heavily pruned, all wood 
smaller than a lead pencil removed (being useless,) 
thoroughly irrigated and plenty of well-rotted stable 
manure spaded in. Then you will get roses worthy the 
name and effort. 


The Giant Amazon Lily.

giant lily of the Amazon River (Victoria regia) is shown 
in this departmept. So many inquiries have been sent 
to the writer regarding the wonderful sustaining power 


of the Victoria leaves that a brief explanation is deemed 


advisable. Now that these pictures have become quite 
common on ecards, some people have come to 
think it all a “fake” as is the case with the giant ear 
of corn and the equally large watermelon, each of which 
are made to appear as filling a full-sized flat car. 
Victoria regia often has leaves six feet across, capable 
of sustaining 200 pounds. The upturned rim is some- 
times more than six inches high. The framework of 
these mammoth leaves would prove a'‘scientific study for 
building engineers for its peculiar structure is upon 
lines of the greatest strength.

ANATOMY OF A MALE FOWL. 


A GLANCE AT SOME OF THE PRINCIPAL 
PHYSICAL ORGANS.

The liver (Fig. 2) is the largest gland in the body, red- 
dish in color, rounded at its upper surface and flattened 


at the lower. That portion of food which is absorbed | 


by the veins passes through it undergoing important 
chemical changes; from the venous blood which passes 
through it, the bile is secreted. Between the two lobes 
of the liver is seen gall bladder (Fig. 3,) which is of a 
bright dark green color. Bile is antiseptic in its action, 
or there would be far more disease among fow! as a re- 
sult of feeding “high” foods. As ¢ats cannot enter the 
system without bile secreted in the liver, it is easily seen 
how that organ may be overtaxed hy feeding too heavy 
of starchy ingredients. Birds suffering from liver com- 
plaints show that organ on post mortem examination to 
be in a semi-cheesy condition, indicating tubercular 
deposits, which is distressingly common in fow! life. 
Liver diseases are chiefly due to overfeeding, resulting 
in a congestion of that organ: if allowed to reach a 
stage of inflammation, it is usually fatal. Symptoms are

| WONDERFUL CAVERN IN MAaASsSaA- 
CHUSETTS WITH WALLSOFICE.

FEW miles from Worcester, Mass., in a rocky 

A chasm called Purgatory, is a cave whose narrow 
passageways seem to lead into the center of the 
earth. No one has yet had the courage to penetrate into 
its furthest depths, and to attempt such a thing would 
be a very difficult and dangerous proceeding. At its bot- 


fissure, to the long-continued action of the waves of the 
sea, when the spot was so situated as to form a shore of 
moderate elevation.” 

Prof. Agassiz, the elder, visited this unique place many ‘ 
years ago, and was much interested in it. On his return 
he stopped at some of the spacious farmhouses of Sutton, 
the township in which Purgatory lies, and some of the 
younger ones who entertained him there remember his 
enthusiasm. 

“Tt is the most powerful place of the kind that I have 
ever seen,” he remarked. 

About midway down the gorge is the Devil’s Pulpit, a 
tall spire-shaped rock, with a granite ledge like a sound- 
ing board abote it. A great many eminent clergymen 
have stood in this pulpit, but there is no record of any 
sermon ever having been preached there, either by the 
devil or any of his adversaries. | 


Descending from this eminence, the visitor to Purga- 
tory naturally lands at the most important point of the 
cafion, the entrance to the cave—the Devil’s Cave, it is 
called, and with good reason, for no one else has ever 
explored it*to its limit.

Apple Crop Injured. 
HE press reports indicate that the apples of the 
higher altitudes of San Bernardino county suffered 
severely from a gale that visited those localities on 

the 4th. I hope these reports may be modified. If the 

apple crop of the Yucaipe Valley is severely injured it 
will be a misfortune to more than the growers concerned 


directly. This fruit is extremely high in the East and 


always commands good prices here, especially the 
brands sent out from the mountain country of San Ber- 
nardino. I do not know how Los Angeles can “keep 
house” very well without her dali display of fine apples 
grown in these localities. It is especially deplorable to 
be short on home-grown apples when so many visitors 


are here investigating the resources of the country. But 


such a gale comes so seldom in the early fall that it may 
be years before another visitation like this occurs.

New Alfalfas. 


FARMER in the southern part of Los Angeles 
county asks where he may procure the seed of the 
alfalfa imported lately by the Department. of Agricul- 
ture. The Fort Hays Experiment Station, Hays, Kan., 
is growing successfully the Turkestan alfalfa, a variety 
introduced as a drought and cold-resistant kind. A let- 
ter addressed to this station might bring a small pack- 
age of seed for a starter. Great encouragement should 
be given the introduction of Asiatic and other foreign al- 
¢falfas, with the hope that some of them may prove 
profitable for dry farming. As a matter of fact, how- 
eyer, nothing as yet approaches the common alfalfa 
where reasonably heavy irrigation is possible. Varieties 
resistant to heavy cold are not needed in Southern Cali- 
fornia. The Turkestan variety, however, is hardy as 
far north as the international boundary, and may be- 
come of importance in that frigid country. 


Killing Morning Glory. 


NORWALK correspondent writes’as followe: “Un- 
der head of ‘Spraying to Kill Weeds’ you state that a 
10-per-cent. solution of iron sulphate sprayed upon the 
field, will kill weeds. Will it kill white morning glory?” 
All the experiments noted in the reports at hand have 


‘avoided even mentioning the morning glory. Wild mus- 


tard has yielded to the sulphate treatment without in- 
juring the cereal crops in which it grew. It is safe to 
say the fron solution would have little effect upon a 
plant which does much of its growing under ground. 


Seediess Apples. ‘ 
EADERS of The Times will remember the contro- 
versy over Spericter’s seedless apple, that was so vio- 

lent two or three years ago. A company has been operat- 

ing for years in this variety, and made so many absurd 
claims concerning this fruit that the agricultural press 
took issue with the whole mess as to the value of the al- 
leged new kind, making it so warm for the seedless-apple 
promoters the: they have retracted.. The company now 
says that some of the criticisms “were entirely justified.” 

It does not appear that the promoters withdrew their 

absurd claims before exposure. One investigator writ- 

ing for the Rural New Yorker says he visited the Spen- 
cer farm at Grand Junction, Colo. He writes: “I cut 
open twenty-five or thirty fruits to investigate the seed- 


. less character of this novelty. In over half of these I 


found from two to five seeds. But what interested me 
most was that in over three-fourths of the specimens I 
examined the cores were apparently well developed. I 


chewed them hopefully, but the tough partitions that 


separated the cells of the core got between my teeth and 
were just as obnoxious as those in the core of the Yankee 
Baldwin. A large percentage of the apples were wormy, 
although they had been sprayed. The hired man at 
Spencer’s admitted that this apple was even more likely 
to get wormy than otlier sorts.”

Twenty-four 
years ago one of our best authorities on irrigational val- 
ues placed thé value of water at $720 an inch for ranch 
use. All agree that water for a great city is worth in- 
finitely more as a direct revenue-producer than for irri- 
gational use. The water used on all the citrus-fruit 
lands of Southern California for the last year produced 
a net revenue of say $10,000,000. Who can estimate the 
number of millions invested in water and tand to pro- 
duce this magnificent result?

As to the power of eastern grapes to withstand the vine 
disease I have no data at hand, but the inquirer would 
not wish to experiment on a large scale with American 
varieties, especially in an untried locality. 


The country below Indio and at Imperial should soon 
become one of the greatest grape-growing districts in 
the State, and it is already giving indications to that 
effect. In some of the previously wooded localities 
nearer the coast, vines have suffered materially from a 
fungous disease said to be left over in the soil where 
oaks have previously grown. It ts a native fungus, but 
would not be found in the new soils of the treeless des- 
ert regions. Neither should phylloxera ever get a start 
there if clean vines only are planted. One Coachella 
planter writes me he has failed to establish a vineyard 
from cuttings. He was advised to try strong, well- 
rooted plants this winter. Not only is this good policy 
in getting the vines to grow in the first place, but it is 
well to discard weak stock entirely even if it appears 
free from disease. Innumerable cases of failure, after 
two or three years growth, have occurred from planting 
weak, poorly-matured wood. Where irrigation is de- 
pended upon altogether, the culture of the grape should 
be more successful than where the water level may 
change or get below or above the root system in non- 


irrigated sections.

Almost any other characteristic 
which might be forced upon the plant by cultivation 
would be more easily accepted by it than this delicate, 
intangle one of giving out fragrance as a final de- 
light for its admirers. It is easier always with human 
beings to develop bodies than souls. 

Even more marvelous than the matter of changing a 
disagreeable odor in a flower for a fragrant one is that 
of giving perfume to a plant that has no scent at all. 
This achievement Mr. Surbank has also accomplished 
with, another flower almost as “icilyregular, splendidly 
null” as the dahlia itself. This is the Calla, which he 
has made to blossom with the scent of Parma violets, by 
many considered the choicest of all violet odors. ‘ This

Vegetable Tramps. 

EEDS are travelers of the vegetable kingdom, and 

may often be found very far from home. Our wide 
and boundless acres that invite the overflowing crowds 
from Old World slums and corners make room, as well, 
for their useless and hated plants. It is a fact that all 
our more pernicious weeds, like our vermin, are of Old- 
World origin. They hold up their heads and assert 
themselves here, and take their fill of riot and license. 
They are avenged for their long years of repression by 
the stern hand of European agriculture. “Until I 
searched through the botanies I was not aware to what 
extent we were indebted to the Old World for these vege- 
table Ishmaelites. We have scarcely a weed that we 
can call our own,” says Burroughs. “I recall] but three 
that are at all noxious or troublesome—the milk weed, 
rag weed and goldenrod.” 

Some patient mortal has made out a list of these tramp 
plants, these wild Arabs ¢rom over the seas that have 
taken possession of our waste places and driven out 
many of our own common weeds. Whole acres are 
given up to teasle or milk weed, wild carrots and the 
ox-eye daisy. Meadows are overrun with bear weed 
and sheep pastures nearly ruined by St. John’s wort, or 
the Canada thistle. All the great family of docks, the 
malloys, the mulleins, nightshade, dandelion, plantain, 
chicory, buttercup, purslane, the endless list of mints, 
catnip, gill, henbane and others are well-known vaga- 
bonds from other lands. 7 

It is commonly believed that the mullein is indigenous 
to this country,-for have we not heard that it is culti- 


vated in English gardens and christened the American 


velvet plant? Yet, it, too, came over with the Pil- 
grims, and is most abundant in New England. It 
abounds throughout Europe and Asia, and had its econo- 


mic uses with the ancients. The Greeks made lamp . 
wicks of its dried leaves, and the Romans dipped ite 


dried stalk in tallow for funeral torches. It 
affects dry uplands in this country. The first year it 
sits low upon the ground, the second summer it starts 
upward its long stalk, with its small yellow flowers, 
and in the fall, ite burden of countless fine black seeds. 
“As full as a mullein stalk of seeds” 
saying as numerous as the sands upon the seashore. 
Of Old-World origin ts the curled-leaf dock that trou- 
bles the careful gardener, and clings to the soi] with its 
long tapering roots that can hardly be dislodged. Purs-

Roses, perhaps, more than any other flowers, require 
plenty of*sunshine. They should be planted by them- 
selves with at least a moderate space of earth for 
each bush so that the soi] around them g@my be con- 
stantly stirred and its drainage watched. What has al- 
ready been said about cramping the roots of trans- 
planted plants must be applied to rose plants. To in- 
sure fair blossoms, the roots must be well cared for— 
that means they must be set in light, rich, well-drained 
soil that can be stirred now and then to let in the nec- 
essary air. Among the climbing roses that may beau- 
tify a garden, the Gloire de Dijon has perhaps the rich- 
est and heaviest foliage and the lustriest branch. Its 
blossoms are large for a climber, very fragrant and of a 
rosy buff hue. The Baltimore Belle is desirable often 
for the reason that itblooms late in the rose season. 
Then there are the sweet briars with the scented foliage 
and the pink, crimson or white blossom, and the single 
and double Cherokee for the lighter,gnd more graceful 
climbers. Bush roses should be planted for center gar- 
dens in the form of a shrubbery and not in rows. But 
volumes could be written upon roses. As to just what 
roses to plant, that must be left to individual choice, 
but this little “rose note” is to suggest the planting of 
some roses for the summer garden.—[Town and Country 
Journal. 


Onions to Set in the Fail. 


GREAT many people are asking me about setting 

onion sets in the fall. It can be dope all right, and — 
the farther south you are the better it will work. When 
you get pretty well south it is the only successful way | 
to grow onions at all. 

You can use any kind of onion sets. Put them in just 
before cold weather, so they will get nicely rooted, but 
will not make any top growth. Plant them just the 
same as you would in the spring. When winter weather 
comes, mulch them a little, not heavily. They will 
come on early in the spring and make a good crop of 
either green onions or dry ones. In this latitude it is a 
little risky, but will generally pay.—[Fruit Grower.

A few crisp slices of breakfast bacon, two soft-boiled 


back. No fresh bread, no fruit. | 

A fruit breakfast, consisting of one ind of fruit only, 
nothing else. 

_Cakes and syrup, thoroughly m and insali- 
vated. Not to be eaten more than oncé a week. 

Tomatoes, either by themselves or combined with let- 
tuce, also radishes and either eggs, chops, steak or 
broiled fish. No bread, rice, toast or starchy food with 
this breakfast. 

Cottage cheese, buttermilk or clabber milk, with 
whole-wheat zwieback, on which you may use a little 
butter. Dr. Tilden says you may have a dish of sliced 
cucumbers or radishes or raw carrots with this break- 
fast—which would certainly make a sensation, if served 
at the Brown Palace, in Denver, or the Angelus, in Los 
Angeles. 


City Conveniences and Comforts. 


TIL recently, Los Angeles contained nothing that 
could properly be described as a slum district. With 
the marvelous growth of the city, however, and the ex- 
ceedingly cosmopolitan population that is drifting in, 
such blots upon a city are beginning to make their ap- 
pearance. 

One who has been doing good work to better the con- 
ditions of the “submerged tenth” is Rev. Dana Bartlett, 
whose recently published book, “The Better City,” was

has been heretofore touched upon in these columns. He 
writes: 

“Another movement for civic betterment which has 
not yet been recognized as a necessity in this city is 
the establishment of public-comfort stations, giving the 
public use of lavatories, urinals and toilets. The exist- 
ing coffee clubs furnish such accommodations, the hotels 


give them to those who are as well dressed as their 
patrons, and many stores have special retiring-rooms | 
for women; but otherwise the saloons offer the only | 
conveniences for the average man of the street. The 
patronage of the saloon is increased greatly in return for | 
the use of these facilities. Most men who use them | 
spend money over the bar, or they meet with other men | 
who treat them, thus forming oftentimes the beginnings 
of a debauch. Temperance workers might well turn 
their attention to this movement as an essential factor 
in the promotion of better morals. On the continent of 
Europe one meets with these conveniences every five or 
six blocks.

{London Tribune:] The British admiralty has now 
under consideration a new form of marine engine and 
propeller which, the inventor claims, will revolution- 
ize mot only naval] warfare, but the navigation of the 
whole world. 

The invention is the fruit of much ingenuity, labor, | 


burn street, Chelsea, who has devoted to it years of 
study and experiment. At first sight the engine resem- | 
bles a turbine, but closer inspection reveals important 
differences. Steam from any type of boiler is brought 
to bear upon a shaft fitted with twelve chambers, divided 
into two sets of six each. Shaft and chambers are all of 
steel, cast in one piece, and of great strength. Exactly 
what the arrangement of these chambers is the inventor | 
deems it imprudent at present to disclose, but it is such 
that the admission of steam through the orifices at their 
ends causes the shaft to revolve at a tremendous speed. 

So great is the power of the new form of engine. in- 
deed, that the invetitor considers it useless to apply it 
to the ordinary screw propeller lest the terrific pace 
should result in the formation of a complete or partial 
vacuum in which the screw would “race” without exert- 
ing its propulsive force. He has accordingly devised a 
modification of the screw propeller which will make a 
return in speed for all the power that can be applied 


to it.

The screw has three blades, each of the shape
